These  past  few  weeks  we  had  two  visitors  at  the  Centre  who 
succeeded  in  switching  me  from  just  thinking  to  really  “pondering.” 
They  were  Ken  Soble,  the  man  who  built  the  Jewish  Centre  in 
Hamilton  and  Alvin  Narod,  the  president  of  the  Vancouver  Centre 
just  being  built. 

Now  the  Ken  Soble  most  of  us  knew  years  ago  was  a man 
immersed  in  show  business,  and  it  is  hard  to  reconcile  this  pillar 
of  the  community  with  the  impressario  of  several  years  back.  When 
a man  like  Ken  Soble  was  impressed  with  our  Centre ...  I started 
thinking,  but  when  Alvin  Narod,  who  came  all  the  way  from 
Vancouver  on  a fact-finding  tour,  singles  our  Ottawa  J.C.C.  out 
for  special  mention,  then  I switched  to  pondering. 

And  then  — in  my  mail,  I opened  a letter  from  a Mrs.  Lillian 
Scott,  a schoolday  friend.  She  writes  in  part  “Dear  Sol . . . 

“I  don’t  know  who  to  write  to  in  connection  with  the  Jewish 
Community  Centre,  but  noting  that  you  are  membership  chairman, 
I thought  you  could  relay  my  thanks  to  the  proper  sources. 

“I  had  the  honour  and  privilege  of  attending  the  Israel  Art 
Exhibit  and  on  this  past  Sunday,  the  Classical  Ballet  presentation. 
How  wonderful  to  see  your  Centre  promote  these  worthwhile 
cultural  activities.  And  what  a magnificent  building  you  have.  Your 
organization  should  indeed  be  proud  of  the  position  it  occupies

f Hanukah,  the  Jewish  Festival  of  Lights,  will  be  ushered  in 
by  the  Jewish  Community  of  Ottawa  on  Saturday  evening,  Decem- 
ber 2 and  observed  for  a period  of  eight  days.  According  to  the 
Hebrew  calendar,  Hanukah  begins  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of 
Kislev. 

The  festival  commemorates  the  spiritual  and  moral  victory  of 
the  Maccabees  over  Antiochus  Epiphanes,  conqueror  of  Palestine  in 
168  B.C.E.  who  desecrated  the  holy  temple  in  Jerusalem  and  set 
about  to  forcibly  convert  the  inhabitants  of  the  country  to  the  Hellen- 
istic religion. 

This  miracle  is  marked  by  the  kindling  of  lights  in  an  eight- 
branched  menorah  or  candelabra  in  both  the  Synagogue  and  the 
home  on  all  nights  of  the  holiday.  Special  prayers  of  thanksgiving 
will  be  recited.  Gifts  are  also  exchanged. 

Children  of  the  religious  schools  in  the  community  and  youth 
groups  at  the  Jewish  Community  Centre  will  hold  special  assemblies 
during  which  the  history  and  significance  of  the  festival  will  be 
portrayed  through  songs,  plays  and  dances. 

In  addition  to  the  religious  aspects  of  the  holiday,  each  of  the 
Synagogues  in  Ottawa  will  hold  Hanukah  gatherings,  details  of  which 
can  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  Bulletin.  Consult  your  own  Synagogue 
bulletin  for  further  information.
